“The massed armies of Russia 
and Germany have moved into 
sudden action. The German at- 
tack in the Crimea appeared to 
be the first step in Hitler's long- 
heralded spring drive aimed. at 
the oil and mineral wealth of the 
Caucasus. (It was reported re- 
cently that German tanks and 
trucks were using olive oil as a 
lubricant). 

While the Russians were being 
forced to retire slowly in the 
Crimea Marshal Timoshenko’s 
divisions launched a counter move 
—in fact it might be called an 
offensive move — and. broke 
through the Nazi lines at Khar- 
kov, the great: industrial city of 
the Ukraine. So begins the third 
phase of the Russo-German war. 

First Phase of War 


The first phase began almost 
® year ago when the German 
armies, marching eastward, met 
and overwhelmed the Russian 
Baltic to the 
Black Sea. 

The Russian armies were push- 
ed back, fighting stubbornly, and 
in their retreat leaving behind a 
“seorched earth.” Depth of Rus- 
wlan defense and lengthening Ger- 
man lines of communication slow- 
ed up the Nazi advance. 


Second Phase of War 


With the announcement = on 
Nov. 29, 1941, that the German 
armies had been hurled back ‘at 
Rostov, gateway city to the Cau- 
easus, the second phase of the 
war began. Throughout the win- 
ter Russian counterdrives forced 
the retreating Germans westward. 
When spring came the Red Army 
had recaptured about 100,000 
square wiles of the 500,000 
overrun by the Nazis in the war's 
firet phase. 

Battle of Production 

Throughout the winter, too, the 
battle of production was waged 
behind the fronts. German fac- 
tories were speeded up to capa- 
city-production of guns, tanks, 
trucks and planes. Fresh troops, 
youths of. 17 and 18 years, were 
mobilized. Workers were called 
in. from occupied countries /to 
man the war -plants, releasing 
more Germans for the fighting 
front. 

It ia stated that Hitler has 
moved 100 divisions, a tota] of 
more than a millicn men, through

German and Russian Armies 


Massed For Mighty Conflict 


Russian Preparations 

In Russia, throughout the win- 
ter, preparations were being 
made to meet the expected all- 
out Nazi drive in the spring. Huge 
factories were successfully moved 
from the front to safety far be- 
hind the lines where huge quan- 
tities of iron ore and coal are 
accessible; also great deposits of 
bauxite, the raw material for 
aluminum, 

The Russian losses of war ma- 
chinery in the first few weeks of 
Hitler’s attack last June were 
very heavy. ° The Russian situa- 
tion was desperate unti] the win- 
ter immobilized, to a great ex- 
tent, -the German mechanized 
equipment. Now the Red Army 
position, is different. With the 
ever-increasing flow of supplies 
from -Britain and the United 
States the Russians are not infer- 
ior in equipment, except for 
tanks, and even that situation 
may be remedied. 

Russia's Strength 

Because Russia is a _ united 
nation — Hitler's attack brought 
the whole population to the sup- 
port of the Stalin regime—the 
Russian morale is extraordinarily 
good. Consequently there is no 
sabotage behind the Russian lines, 
whereas it is a menace almost 
everywhere behind the German 
lines. ; 

Much of/Russia’s strength lies 
in the méchanization of agricul- 
ture. It| was possible to move a 
great part of the motorized equip- 
ment in advance of the German 
penetration. Populations skilled 
in the use of the equipment were 
also transported. Afea result, 
great areas heretofore unculti- 
vated have been seeded—an ex- 
ample of socialized farming on a 
vast scale. There is no. doubt that 
another winter of war would 
strain the food supplies of both 
Russia and Germany but the Rus- 
sians would probably be the better 
fed. 

It would appear that the spring 
finds Russia stronger and Hitler 
weaker than a year ago and also 
that the strength of Russia con- 
tinues to inerease while, accord- 
ing to some authoritative sources, 
that of Germany

Viscount Gort Saw 
Governor of Malta 


Viscount Gost: Commander in 
Chief -of British Gibraltar, has 
been named Governor and Com- 
mander in Chief of, the bomb- 
battered Island of Malta, it is 
officially announced. 

He succeeds Lieut. Gen, Sir 
William George Sheddon Dobbie, 
under whose heroic leadership 
the island stood up under the 
greatest single concentration of 
Axis air attacks—more than 2,000 
air-raid alarms——which has been 
felt in this war. 

“Tiger” Gort, former chief of 
the Imperial Staff, commanded the 
British Expeditionary Force in 
France at the beginning of the 
war., He has been at Gibraltar 
since April, 1941. 

When Lord Gort goes to Malta, 
he will take the George Cross 
which King George awarded col- 
lectively to the islanders last 
month for their heroism under 
continued Axis bombings. 

General Dobbie has been at 
Malta since 1940, first as tempor- 


ary Lieutenant-General but since 


May, 1941, as Governor and Com- 
mander in Chief. He is return- 
ing to London for a rest.

Said Poland’s gallant General 
Sikorski to Canadian newspaper- 
men recently: 

“I am sure you do not realize 
it, but the Polish air force is al- 
most as big as the Canadian air 
force.

Hitler Makes Visit 
To Napoleon's Tomb 


A description of wal we the Nazis, 
from Fuehref Adolph Hitler down 
to the common soldier, react to 
their first contact with Paris haa 
been brought back by an Amerti- 
can woman who escaped from oc- 
cupied France. German soldiers, 
officers and cabinet ministers are 
now making themselves at home 
in hundreds of places which were 
familiar to Americans before 
1939, 


Hitler, for instance, she reports, 
made his first visit to the historic 
sites of Paris between 8 and 7 
a.m. so that his whereabouts 
would not be known to the public. 
His visit to the Opera House at 
4 o'clock one morning almost 
frightened the watchman out of 
his wits. Hitler insisted on in- 
specting every corner of the his- 
toric building, from the marble 
foyers to the dressing rooms back 
stage. Then he gave an order to 
have the edifice scrubbed from 
top to bottom, and issued a state- 
ment that it was the ‘finest build- 
ing in Europe. 


“Both acts offended the French,” 

the woman said. “They liked the 
‘patine’ of age-old dirt, and beau- 
ty loving Parisians had always 
apologized for the Opera House 
as a baroque monostrosity. 


“Hitler’s next calls were at the 
Invalides and the tomb of Napo- 
leon, his patron saint. He has had 
the tomb raised from the crypt to 
the ground floor, it is said, and 
every German soldier is required 
by military order to visit it. Lines 
of these troops, ‘les touristes’, as 
the French call them, can be seen 
daily lining up for blocks to carry 
out these orders with proper awe- 
étruck admiration.”

Sab-Contracting 
In War Factories 


Skill and Acouracy Neeses- 
sary in “Biteand-Pleoes” 
Program 


An interesting example of the 
success of sub-contracting in war 
work, known to the Department 
of Munitions and Supply as the 
“bits-and-pieces”’ program, is that 
of an Orillia, Ontario firm. Form- 
erly known for its marine en- 
gines, this company has taken on 
other lines until now engines, 
though still important, are only 
a part of the plant’s output. 

Despite the cry for quantity 
production of war weapons, 
meticulous measurement is the 
rule. As an example, a steel at- 
tachment for a gun turned out 
on this firm's lathes has to be 
accurate within 1-10,000th of an 
inch. No larger a margin of er- 
ror is possible, for even a hand 
laid on this particular steel bar 
for three or four minutes would 
cause sufficient expansion to in- 
crease its size. 


* 7 ~~ 
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In taking on more of this Gov- 
ernment precision work, the Oril- 
lia firm asked to be supplied with 
a set of gauges, in order that the 
extra checking might be done at 
the benches before the official in- 
apectors’ visits. He was informed 
that only one set of gauges used 
by the Government inspector was 
available in Canada, So the com- 
pany received permission to fabri- 
cate a set. Now it has ita own 
gauges that will measure down to 
1-20,000th of an inch. 

As rejected parts, in addition 
to the loss of time and effort in 
their making, become nothing 
more than scrap, the importance 
of the closest possible precision is 
readily seen, In this Ontario fac- 
tory, the return of defective parts 
has become almost a curiosity ana 
an event. From a recent shipment 
of more than 6,000 pieces to a 
Government plant, for instance, 
not one piece was rejected. 


* * * 


This company is now busy on 
contracts covering approximately 
fifty different “bits and pieces” 
essential to munitions output. 
They include various parts for 
naval and field guns, as well as 
machinery and inspection fix- 
tures. 

One of the principal products 
at present is an armour-piercing 
shot. In manufacturing this small 
projectile, only a few’inches long, 
a dozen operations are involved, 
demanding accuracy in weight to 
within three drams and in dia- 


of an inch. The Orillia factory 
is producing hundreds of shots a 
day, and every one must be weigh- 
ed and measured before going on 
to the Government plant for 
further testing. 

A particularly interesting ma- 
chine in use at the factory caleu- 
lates the hardness of steel. This 
is donc by a diamond to which a 
pressure of 130 kilograms is ap- 
plied, and a gauge indicates the 
penetration into the small block 
of stee]. This penetration is so 
alight it is virtually invisible to 
the naked eye. An_ indicator 
shows just what pressures are re- 
quired to cut this particular steel,

Mint is on the market now and 
will soon be ready in the garden,

Although for so long mint has 
been associated with lamb as if 
they were real blood brothers the 
flavorsome sprig can be used in 
many other combinations with 
equal success.

Add salt, vinegar ana 
water and bring to a boil, Let 
simmer about 15 minutes until the 
mixture is syrupy. Pour into ster. 
lized jars and seal. 

When this is made up to use 
immediately omit the vinegar and 
add lemon juice as you use it,

One of the hardest things any 
old poldier has to do is to learn 
not only to keep his mouth shut 
on the question of enlistment 
but to keep his thoughts in order 
as well. It is fatally easy to look 
at a strapping fellow in civilian 
clothes and wonder ‘‘why the 
dblanketty-blank he isn’t in khaki.” 
It ia not so easy to marshal your 
thoughts and weigh the many 
reasons that may exist. 

I suppose the principal reason 
that such thought control is neces- 
sary is the fact that very few 
men you see wearing C.R.F, but- 
tons today were conscripts. 
It has been brought out in the 
House of Commons time and again 
that the number of conscripted 
soldiers who reached France in 
1917-1918 was a very small pro- 
portion of the Canadian Expedi- 
tionary Force. 

One great unfairness in public 
thinking and newspaper editor- 
iale, it seems to me, is the con- 
stant direction of blasts at youth. 
Grant that this is a young man’s 
war. Grant that some steps are 
being taken in the direction of 
thinning out the older officers— 
you still don’t see Generals in 
their thirties. 

And I don’t think you should. 
Nevertheless, it is still a matter 
for comment when a man in his 
late twenties is promoted to 
Major. 

Let’s have the emphasis on the 
younger man—not the youth. 
Let’s fill our administrative and 
training staffs with older, but 
not aging men.

Abundant testimony has 
supplied by the words and actions 
of Japanesé militarists aa to the 
fundamental role of China in their 
blueprint of aggrandizement. As 
far back as the sixteenth-century 
conqueror Hideyoshi, the Samurai 
thought of their sprawling neigh- 
ior asaan avenue for “Armed ex- 
ecursions as distant as India— 
though Hideyoshi was told by the 
King of Korea that Nippon in at- 
tempting to subjugate China was 
like a bee trying to sting a _ tor- 
toise. The convictions of the 
modern Samurai have been re- 
corded thus by the memorial

In order to conquer 
we must first conquer Man- 
churia and Mongolia. In order 
to conquer the world, we must 
first conquer China, If we suc- 
ceed in conquering China, the 
rest of the Asiatic countries 
and the South Sea countries - 
will fear us and surrender to us. 


Prospective Gains 

The war against China, it is

The peril confronting Free 
China was emphasized by Chung- 
king spokesmen, It was insisted 
that the Japanese were concen- 
trating for a decisive blow against 
their oldest opponent. The Allies 
were warned that “China needs 
all the help our friends can send 
us with the utmost haste.” The 
aid most urgently requested was: 
“First bombere and pursuit 
planes; second, bombers and pur- 
suit planes; third, bombers and 
pursuit planes,” 

Can China Hold Out? 

The problem of meeting Chung- 
king's plea was admittedly tough. 
The arsenals of America and Bri- 
tain were striving to prepare the 
fronts over all the world—there 
was some opinion that the new 
Japanese campaigns in China 
were still eubordinate to drives 
being shaped against India, Aus- 
tralia or Siberia. The éhipping of 
the United Nations was strained 
to the’ utmost, The hope was" that 
Asia's greatest nation would hold 
out until its vast reserves of man 
power could be buttressed with 
equipment to match the invader's.

Science Finds World 
Is Growing Colder 


The world is growing cooler. 
Dr. Chas. G, Abbot, secretary of 
the Smithsonian Institution, and 
two of his fellow workers, L. B. 
Aldrich and W, H. Hoover, say 
that the sun, from which the 
earth derives all its heat and on 
which life depends, is. approach- 
ing another winter in ita output 
of heat. 

The cycle of heat and cold, 
which appears to vary through 
a 23-year period, is due to reach 
ite coolest point in about 1945. 

Thus, they declare, the sum- 
mers of the next three years are 
due to be cooler and the winters 
will be colder with heavjer snow- 
fall. They suggested that last 
winter, which in Russia was the 
severest winter in many years 
and which turned the tide of the 
German advance, may be a fore- 
taste of the weather to come.

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Britain Expands 
War Production 


Output Of War Industries 
Greatest In Nation’s History 


Britain's war production is at 
the highest point in history and 
will continue to expand until the 
limit of manpower and resources 
has been reached, 

It is reliably understood that the 
output of guns, shells, bombs and 
other weapons of war for the air 
force and army in the first quar- 
ter of 1942 was twice as gréat 
as in the third quarter of 1940— 
the Dunkirk period when Britain 
went “flat out” in preparation for 
an expected invasion. 

Production will continue to ex- 
pand throughout this year, it is 
confidently predicted. The extent 
of the expansion will be limited 
by the supply of labor, raw ma- 
terials and machine tools, but the 
flood has not reached its peak: 

65 Per Cent for War 

The story of British production, 
which in relation to size of pop- 
ulation is greater than that of 
any country in the world, is one 
of revolution from pre-war unpre- 
paredness to the present position 
in which some 55 per cent of the 
country’s resources are being de- 
yoted directly to work for the 
Government, : 

It is a story in which every man, 
woman and child in Britain fig- 
ures directly or indirectly, for 
what was turned over to produc- 
tion was taken from the people. 

Articles considered necessities 
in peacetime—automobiles, rad- 
jos, kettles, saucepans, refrigera- 
tors, greeting cards, electric 
heaters, to mention only a few— 
no longer are being manufactured 
or are being turned out in such 
small quantities that they are al- 
most unobtainable. : 

Quality Stressed 
More and more the country is 
being geared to the war effort.

More British 
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Few Tires Available 
In Next Two Years 


Fewer than one out of.every 16 
passenger cars in Canada will be 
permitted new tires and tubes 
during the next two years, accord- 
ing to Alan H. Williaméon, sup- 
plies controller, 

He said that no new Civilian 
passenger tires are being manu- 


factured, and that even with strict . 


control existing stock piles will 
probably be exhausted by this time 
in 1944. 

“During these next two years 
only. about 75,000 essential passen- 
ger cars can be supplied,” Mr, 
Williamson said in a statement. 
“Of the remaining 1,175,000 cars 
in Canada about 800,000 will not 
be allowed tires-of any kind. 

“The balance of 375,000 pasaen- 
ger cars are those in class ‘B’.or 
class C.’ The higher of these two 
groups may be able to buy some 
retreaded tires or have some of 
their tires retreaded. The lowest 
eligible gronp will have to get 
along with any used tires that 
may still be available.” 

Scope of the regulation making 
it an offence to destroy tires has 
been broadened to 
scrap rubber, it was announced br 
the Department of Munitions and 
Supply. 


What Science 
Is Doing 


OYSTERS 

Oysters, like cattle, depend on 
the rain. They grow sleek and fat 
in rainy seasons, are lean and 
make poor egting in drought 
years. { 

The reason, explains Science 
Service, is that oysters, like cattle, 
are animals and depend on plants 
for their food. The “pastures” on 


which oysters feed are minute 
one-celled plants that swdafm in 
uncountable millions in the sea, 


as grass-blades pack meadows on 
the land. As pastures of the land 
depend on soil fertility, this. micro- 
scopic “grass of the sea” depends 
on mineral nutrients in solution 
in the water. Most of these min- 
eral salts are washed down from 
the land. When rains are copious 
and rivers are full, the inshore 


waters where oysters live are 
well fertilized; in droughty years 
they recelve little of these neces- 
sary washings from the land, the 
micro-plants. «lwindle accordingly 
and the oysters go hungry.

for nearly half a million copies, 
The receipt of 95 per cent of 
these war packages has been ac- 
knowledged by the Society’s Gen- 
eva office, it said. 

A continuing demand from

America” for the Scriptures in the 
common speech of the people re- 
sulted in a larger circulation im 
all save one of the seven agen- 
cies for these countries, 

Production of a tiny New Tea- 
tament that could be mailed for 
letter postage was the answer 
to difficult transportation prob- 
lems in China.

Q. How can I frost glass?

Britain Finds Use 
For Old Balloons 


The straw in the thousands of 
palliasses on which the British 
Army sleeps is now regularly 
turned into paper as fresh straw 
takes ite place. In the oid days, 
the straw would just be burned. 
Today, it is laid out to air thor- 
oughly, then packed up in bales 
and sent off to the paper mills. 

Jute from tatterei sand bags 
goes on from the Army salvage 
depots the paper makers, too. 
There is not much that the de- 
pots do not collect. Every week 
one of them alone handles 500 
tons of iron, steel, aluminum and 
tin. It sorta out empty bottles 


and sends them back to the 
brewers, the distillers and the 
wine merchants. Thousands of 


old batteries are returned to the 
makers that the carbon may be 
reclaimed, 

Old barrage balloons become 
strips of rubber sheeting made 
into watertight covers fot tanks 
shipped overseas. Cotton reels 
sent in by the Women's Volun- 
tary Services and the Girl Guides 
are used by the Royal Engineers 
fer cable rests in laying tempor- 
ary telephone and telegraph Jines. 
More than 15,000 of them have 
come along 

Last year, thie one depot col- 
lectel 8569 tons of army paper 
for salvage and sold it at £5 a 
ton; in all, the Army got £100,000 
for its salvage in a year and 
parsed the money on to war 
funds.

June begins this year with a 
better military prospect than any 
one had good reason to hope for 
three months ago, and certainly 
far better than any one had dared 
to hope a year ago. As June 
opened last year, Germany had 
been everywhere victorious; or- 
ganized Yugoslavian resistance 
had been crushed in an appalling- 
ly short time; the British had not 
only been swept out of Greece, 
but humiliatingly driven out of 
Crete, suffering huge naval losses 
in the operation. Hitler’s repu- 
tation for invincibility, says the 
New York Times, had never been 
higher. 

Outcome in Libya Doubtful 

But as June opens this year 
his reputation for invincibility has 
been badly battered. The long- 
heralded Nazi Spring drive in 
Russia has not yet begun. If the 
Nazis are inflicting huge losses 
on the Russians, they are un- 
doubtedly still suffering huge 
losses themselves, and their pro- 
gress is being fought savagely 
every foot of the way. The out- 
come in Libya is still doubtful, 
but in place of the stories a year 
ago of clouds of German planes 
over Crete and of British soldiers 
without air protection, the British 
are able ta report today that the 
R.A.F. has a_ five-to-three air 
supremacy in Libya, and with the 
help of that air supremacy was 
able to wreck 400 Axis tanks and 
trucks in two days. 

Britain Pays Back 

Most sensational and unexpect- 
ed of all, however, is the news 
greeting readers as this June 
opens that “considerably more 
than 1,000”—perhaps — 1,250 — 
planes from Britain have in. a 
single night, in the greatest air 
raid of history, swept over Ger- 
many and brought death and de- 
atruction to Cologne’ and other 
areas in the Ruhr and Rhineland, 
At the beginning of June in 1941, 
a prediction that this would hap- 
pen within a year would have 
been considered a mere daydream, 
Britain, at long last, is able to 

y Germany back, and on a 

ge scale; for even in the ter- 
rible bombings of English cities 
in the Fall and Winter of 1940- 
41 it is estimated that the Ger-

More to Follow 
“This is a herald,” declares 
Prime Minister Churchill, “of 
what Germany will receive, city 
by city, from now on.”

ed, there can hardly be much 
doubt regarding the ultimate re- 
sult, even if Britain and America 
this Summer do not succeed in 
opening up another front on the 
European Continent. For the 
damage to Germany's morale, war 
production and communications 
could so diminish German land 
atriking power as almost certainly 
to keep Russia in the war. wf 
if we grant that air bombing alohe 
cannot win the war, and that the 
final step in victory must come 
from land power, we cannot forget 
that growing British and American 
air power is today supplemented 
by active and by no means mere- 
ly defensive Russian land power. 
Battle of Kharkov 

dune this year opéns, in short, 
with great grounds for hope; but 
certainly not grounds for over- 
confidence. On the admission of 
both sides, the great Battle of 
Kharkov has ended. Both sides 
claim the. victory. In point of 
fact, the Russians and German: 
geem to have fought each othe 
to a standstill, using up all imme 
diately available reserves and in 
the end reaching a tactical dead- 
lock, Nevertheless, certain stra- 
tegic results are bound to flow 
from an engagement so prolong 
ed, «o massive and so bitterly con 
tested. 

The Germans claim the victory 
because their flank attack stop 
ped the Russian drive before 
Kharkov had fallen. They do, 
indeed, retain possession of the 
city and its junctien of rail jines. 
They did inflict heavy damage on 
the attacking forces, as Moscow 
admits. But at all times they 
were on the defensive, 

Spring Drive Held Up 

The real significance of — the 

battle is that, because of it, the

early as they might have wished, 
their general offensive in South 
Russia. No doubt the Russians 
would have liked to take Kharkov; 
but also, no doubt, they are right 
when they say their primary pur- 
pose was to prevent an all-out 
assault’ on Rostov and the Cau- 
casus o1! fields. The Nazi drive 
on Kerch was a clear indication 
of the direction the Germans 
meant to take. But thus far the 
drive on Kerch has gone no 
farther. Summer has. already 
come in South Russia and Marshal 
Timoshenko: has plainly upset the 
Nazi timetable.. The main forces 
of the two huge armies have nol 
yet come into action. A regroup: 
ing will be necessary before they 
do, The: first chapter. of the 
“Spring drive’ seems clearly to 
demonstrate that the easy Ger- 
man victories of last Summer are 
no longer possible. Though the 
Russians have fought magnifi- 
cently for nearly a year, in spite 
of tremendous losses, we do not 
know how long they can go on, 
Battle of Atlantic 

We ourselves must face in all 
frankness the fact that we have 
been losing, and are still losing, 
the battle of the Atlantic. A sta- 
tistical summary published late 
last week showed 221 merchant 
ships of American and other 
registry sunk on this side of the 
Atlantic since mid-January. 
Against this,, even when “pre- 
sumable”’ sinkings are taken into 
consideration, the number of sub- 
marines sunk here appears to have 
been only about one-tenth of this 
figure. 

Yet shipping is the bottleneck 
through which practically the 
whole American contribution to 
the war (with the exception of 
long-range planes) must be fun- 
neled. The British depend upon 
us for their food supplies. The 
British planes that rain destruc- 
tion on Germany depend upon us, 
and above all on American tank- 
ers, for their gasoline supplies. 
The most important question to 
ask about the terrific bombing 
just reported over Cologne is 
whether such bombings can now 
be sustained. We must not forget 
that this is the first large-scale 
bombing operation over Germany 
since that over Mannheim on May 
19, and before that since May 8. 
If such bombings, which on such 
a acale might determine the out- 
come of the war in a surprisingly 
short time, are to be kept up, as 
they must be to achieve any such 
result, night after night, our sup- 
plies to Britain by sea must con- 
tinue in an uninterrupted and 
ever-broadening stream, 


Economic Warfare 
Squeezes Germans 


Axis Feeling Effects of 
Pressure By United Nations 

A half million dollars worth of 
sheepskin gloves are bought in 
Spain and 3,000 miles away in 
Russia two months later German 
fingers freeze on the triggers of 


’ their rifles. 


A million dollars is deposited in 
Turkey to buy dried fruits, ana 
the German people tighten their 
belts another notch. 

This is economic warfare — 
slow, unspectacular, but  far- 
reaching and deadly. Sinee De. 
cember 7 the United States has 
taken her place beside Britain on 
this war front as well as on the 
fighting fronts of Australia, 
India and the Middle East. 

On the door of a small apart- 
ment just off famed Berkeley 
Square a small brass plate has

There, in a 
brown-panelled room, they « ai 
with three British: economic @x- 
perts around a table filled with 
reports —- reports of cotton for 
sale in Turkey, opium in Persia, 
tungsten in Portugal and hides 
in lrak, : 

Cables start going out: 

’ Buy the cotton ——- Germany 
needs it for clothing. 

Buy the opium —— Germany 
needs it for drugs. - 

Buy the tungsten —- Germany 
needs it for munitions. 

‘Buy the hides —- German sol. 
diers are short of boote. 

Battlefields Narrowed 

What the price is doesn’t mat- 
ter, Nor does it matter that Bri- 
tain and the United States con- 
trol more hides and cotton than 
they can use, 

Britain has been engaged in 
this type of warfare since the 
war began—pouring out milliona. 
She fought battles in the Bai- 
kans, for chrome, oil, bauxite, 
tobacco and a hundred other 
items, 

Now the battlefields are nar. 
rewed, Britain and the United 
States have shut Germany and 
Italy out of the South American 
field through the blockade. That 
has become a naval matter and 
Germany now can buy only in the 
places she can reach by land. 

Turkey is the: main battle. 
ground, closely followed by Spain, 
Portugal. and North Africa. 

Barter System 

Agents in Britain, the United 
the Axis countries 
scour these regions daily in a 
grim race to find something of 
use, 

Sometimes it isn’t money the 
sellers want but barter for some- 
thing they need, 

And the hard-pressed Nazis 
find their own device used against 
them. Their industries tied up 
with war orders and their rail- 
roads overloaded with troop and 
munition transport, they cannot 
guarantee deliveries, 

The United Nations, with con- 
trol of the. seas and plenty of 
money to. buy goods in South 
America for barter if they lack 
the articles themselves, can sup- 
ply anything that is asked. 

“This is one.war front on which 
the Axis is in retreat,” one Am- 
erican official. declared.

Business Of C.P.R. 
Reaches 1928 Peak 


The Canadian Pacific Railway 
has reached the volume peak of 
1928, but its facilities are not 
overtaxed and can handle consid- 
erably more traffic. The move- 
ment of war supplies to the sea- 
board will be limited in scope 
only by the bottleneck in trans- 
shippng the goucs. across tne 
ocean. A surplus of rolling stock 
built up in the pre-depression 
years, is now being utilized, but 
the chief problem is manpower 
for the railroad. 

These were some of the obser- 
vations made by D. C. Coleman 
of Montreal, newly chosen presi- 
dent of the C.P.R. in a recent 
interview. 


If the volume of business con- 
tinues to climb upward, bringing 
about augmented train move- 
ments, the manpower problem 
will become sharp, Mr. Coleman 
said, when asked what he con- 
sidered was one of the chief prob- 
lems confronting the railroad. He 
did not think there would be 


large-scale employment of women . 
‘by the C.P.R. to offset the short- 


age of men. 


Surplus of Rolling Stock 


“We can handle more freight 
traffic,” he said with a smile. 
“We have the rolling stock, and 
there is no shortage of locomo- 
tives. We have a number on 
order now. Before the outbreak 
of war, we had a large surplus 
of rolling stock and we still have 
some surplus left. It was the re- 
sult of the planning which. all 
businesses must do. i 


“The volume of business fs goy- 
erned to some extent by sea trans- 
portation,” Mr, Coleman pointed 
out. “The bottleneck is whether 
the supplies moved to the sea- 
board by the railroads can be 
moved from there. We haven't 
got the storage facilities in this 


country that the United States 
has, and we are moving goods 
under a permit system which 


takes into account the movement 


of goods overseas ‘from the sea- 
board

Polish Preserves 
Wooden Furniture 


Good Polish Will Seal Sur- 
face and Protect It 

Wooden furniture, that might 
have been replaced in ordinary 
times, should now be treated with 
special care to make it last. 

Its chief enemies are summer 
moisture and the dry heat of 
homes and apartments in winter. 
They cause loose joints, loosening 
of veneer, warping and cracking. 
Best profection against both ts a 
good oil or polish that will seal 
the surface and preserve it. 

An inexpensive polish can be 
made by mixing one part turpen- 
tine with two parts of boiled lin- 
seed oil. Use af least twice a year 
on furniture that is varnished or 
oiled. The turpentine in the mix- 
ture will loosen the dirt, and the 
oil will penetrate the wood pores 
and keep the wood in good con- 
dition, Apply with a soft cloth. 
Wipe off excess with a clean cloth, 
then fold this cloth over and rub 
the surface until it is entirely 
dry and fingers will leave no 
marks. 

If the wood is badly soiled wash 
with a mixture of three table- 
spoons of boiled linseed oil and 
one tablespoon of turpentine in a 
quart of hot water, then polish, 
Little scratches can be concealed 
with iodine or rubbing with nut 
meat, such as walnut. White epots 
on varnished furniture caused by 
water or hot dishes can be ‘re- 
moved by rubbing with spirits of 
camphor or essence of pepper- 
mint

If Hitler Should mtroduce gas 
into total warfare, the United 
States is prepared to retaliate 
with “Lewisite,” a secret gas 
“more deadly” than any used in 
the Great War, according to ita 
inventor, Prof. W. Lee Lewis, of

Lewis, former Northwestern 
University professor, ami one- 


time colonel of the Chemical War- 
fare Service, said the U. S. War 
Department for twenty-five years 
had kept secret the formula for 
a gas whose importance “two de- 
cades of research have failed te 
erase.” He explained: 

“Tt is more humane than mua 
tard and other gases used ‘in the 
First World War, in that its dead- 
ly effectiveness reacts more 
quickly. 

“Lewisite is infinitely superior 
to World War I gases in several 
respects. The gas has a low 
freezing point, and can be used 
in remarkably cold regions. An- 
other important factor is that am 
area contaminated with the gas 
remains contaminated for a long 
period of time. Rain or moist 
atmosphere will not dissipate its 
force.”

Outlook Is Good 
For Manitoba Crop 


The outlook for the Manitoba 
crop at the opening of the season 
is good, according to The Winni- 
peg Free Press; in Saskatchewan 
it is fair, but in Alberta not @o 
wood, for lack of rain-in the cent- 
ral and northern areas. 

There is a further reduction in 
wheat acreage in Manitoba this 
year of sixteen percent, but an 
increase of nineteen percent in 
barley, eight percent in oats and 
thirty-one percent in flax, The 
increase. in barley and flax was 
what the government particularly 
asked for. There will be an in- 
crease of seventeen percent in 
hogs, helping to meet the demand 
from Britain and a six percent 
increase of cattle. 

For the whole prairie country 
the report is less satisfactory. 
it is difficult to estimate accur- 
ately the reduction in wheat acre- 
age, but it looks like five percent. 
The increase in coarse grains and 
flax is much less than was wanted 
for war production.

Dutch Harbor 


Dutch Harbor is situated on 
tiny Amaknak Island in a deep 
inlet of the northern shore of 
mouch larger Unalaska Island, one 
of the long chain of Aleutians 
which string out in a sweeping 
arc toward Japan. It ise about 
2,835 air miles from Tokyo on 
the Southwest, and 2,345 miles 
from San Francisco on the South- 
east. It thus forma the apex for 
@ roughly triangular line which 
might be drawn on the map be- 
tween the three points. From 
Beattie, Wash:, to Dutch Harbor 
ja about 1,900 air miles. 

The United States has been 
building fortifications there since 
1940. Their extent has been kept 
recret. 

Dutch Harbor, which until re- 
eently was only a village with 
a@ trading post, a fuel oi] depot, 
and a naval radio station, receiv- 
ed its uname because of the tradi- 
tion that a Dutch ship first en- 
tered its bay, a bulletin from the 


National Geographic Society 
inte out. Russian navigators, 
owever, early came this way. 


They knew the then-busy fur- 
@ealing centre by its native Es- 
kimo name of Udakta. Later, 
the harbor became a way station 
for vessels making for the gold 
rush regions of the Yukon and 
Nome, Alaska. 

Dutch Harbor is 1% miles long 
by half a mile in width-*Water 
is deep near the shores and in 
most parts of the harbor; violent 
gales occasionally sweep these 
waters, when mariners are warned 
to look out for williwaws, sudden 
gusts of cold land air, common 
along mountainous coasts of high 
latitudes.

SCoOULS - 
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| Six Months After Pearl Harbor 
Japan Strikes In North Pacific 


The Japanese military leaders 
are presented by the New York 
Times as advantageously ‘sitting 
in the centre of a circle. Their 
opponents have had the task of 
deciding at just what point on that 
eircle they would etrike. After the 
preliminary move against Pearl 
Habor they moved south. There 
they strengthened themselves on 
the rubber and tin of Malya, the 
oll and rubber and foodstuffs of 
the Indies. Then it was west into 
Burma, the gateway to Southern 
China and India. While their arm- 
jes Jast week marched toward In- 
dia and hammered at the 
central and coastal regions of 
China, their navy again fought in 
the North Pacific. Still their lead- 
ere could choose which of all these 
moves would be the main blow, 

Midway. Attack 

The Japanese had done little in 
the north Pacific since Pearl Har- 
bor. Her ships and Zero fighter 
planes .were busy in he south. 
Ship-plane teams won control of 
the Macassar Strait from Ameri- 
ean forces operating with the 
Dutch and British, defeated a Un- 
ited Nations fleet in the Java 
Sea. Not until Japan reached the 
Coral Sea did her string of vi- 
tories end. There, supported by 
land-based aircraft, a United Na- 
tions fleet drove a strong Japan- 
ese task force north into her 
newly conquered islands, though 
there was no thought that that 
victory for the United Nations 
was final. 

Last week exactly six months 
after the surprise attack on Pearl 
Harbor, Japan again 
luck In the north, Raiding parties 


of Japanese aircraft hit at Dutch. 


Harbor in Alaska’s Aleutian Is- 
lands. Southward 1,900 miles, an- 
other heavier attack was directed 
against Midway Island, American 
outpost between Pearl Harbor and 
Tokyo. This time the Japanese 
did not find American planes lined 
up on the ground, #0 many easy 
targets for Japanese bombers. 
They were in the air and fighting, 
Japanese airplane carriers, battle- 
ships, cruisers and transporte 
suffered heavy damage, damage 
far out of proportion, it is report- 
ed, to that suffered by the defend- 
ers. The Midway area not only 
remained in American hands but 
the Japanese force appeared to 
imp off after a bad mauling by 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps 
fliers. 
Keystone Of Pacific 

Both points attacked by the Jap- 
anese were shrewdly chosen to 
draw the comeerned attention of 
American military ohbieftains. 
Their military value to America 
was great. Dutch Harbor, a small 
island of matted grass and five 
trees,.stands near the base of the 
Aleutians that arc out 1,500 miles 
toward Japan. It ia a place of

Midway Island, the ss00nd o*- 
jective of the Japanese force, ig 
an atoll of two tiny islands sur 
rounded by shoals and reefs, 
Guarded heavily by Army, Navy.

almost an outer defense for Pearl 
Harbor, 1,300 miles away, Amert- 
ca’s bastion in the mid-Pacific, In 
Japanese hands it couli bo the 
base for harrying attacks against 
the big ships beyjphed at Pearl 
Harbor. The Japanese lave paid 
it constant attention, aitacking 
it at least once each mionth—eer- 
cepting for April—since Cho start 
of the war. But the attacks have. 
been light, by occasional airplanes 
or submarines. Carriers and battle 
ships operating near Milwvay last 
week were ‘attaching forcos of a 
different order. 

It seems quite conclusive now 
that the Japanese ran inco a trap 
at Midway Island and that they 


-were badly stung. But the full ex- 


tent of the damage they Lave auf- 
fered and its effect upon pousible 
future Japanese eperations re- 
mains to be determined, 


U. &. Strategic Succes 

’ Other operations, perhapa even 
another attack on Hawali or an 
offensive against Russia, may 
have been dependent upon the 
success of the Midway attack and 
the mysterious happenings near 
Dutch Harbor, And in yapulsing 
the Japanese. The Pacific Fleet 
may well have dealt the snamy a 
severe blow in the Bas* but it 
would seem too early to conclude 
that the Japanese defeat is a dis- 
aster. 

In all probability, the Japanese 
possess. sufficient eea and alr 
strength, even after the Midway 
losses are subtracted, to attempt 
either new offensive actiona or to 
put up strong resistance against 
any operations undertaker by the 
United. Nations. 

Nevertheless, in preven ing the 
Japanese from gaining powession 
of Midway, American forces have 
achieved a strategic succoss of 
no mean importance. From Mid- 
way, the Japanese coud have 
raided Pearl Harbor and possibly 
could have launched a major Pa- 
elMfic offensive with ths West 
Coast and the Panama Canal as 
ultimate objectives.

the formation of “gums”. 

These gums, the inventors 
found, were composed principally 
of etacch and alkaline earth salts, 
the iatter principally calcium with 
some magnesium. They made the- 
syrup ‘too viscous when boiled 
down. The inventors’ process re- 
movee these impurities and re- 
covers etarch and calciunf and ac- 
tonitic acid aa valuable by-prod- 
ucts. ; 

The syrup can then be easily 
reduced to attgar by the usual 
processes, 

Sugar cane requires two years 
to mature and needs therefore a 
climate free from killing frosts 
jn the winter. Sorghum, on the 
other hand, can be planted. in 
the spring and harvested in the 
autumn. It grows over large sec- 
tione of the country and does well 
Jn the dry areas.

C.N.R. Can Handle 
Increased Traffic 


Although the Canadian rall- 
ways are moving the largest vol- 
ume “of traffic in their history, 
they can handle more freight 
business without diffi ulty, stated 
R. C. Vaughan, President, Cana- 
dian National Railways, recently. 
Using the yardstick of the Cana- 
dian National increase in busl- 
neas, Mr. Vaughan stated that the 
general increase in the volume of 
business now being handled is ap- 
proximately 20 per cent. more 
than in the peak-year of 1928, 
and more than 75 per cent. 
greater than that handled by the 
railways during the peak year of 
the last world war. “Not only 
can we take more traffic and 
move it quickly and efficiently to- 
day,”’ he added, “but we can do 
it with proportionately. less ex- 
pense than we did in 1928.” 

Freight Traffic 

Mr. Vaughan pointed out that 
never before had the railways 
been so effectively organized to 
move large volumes of traffic. 
“We are doing a tremendous thing 
as Canada’s biggest war industry,” 
he said, “and we are geared to the 
highest of speed.”” He pointed 
out that new yards had sprung up 
throughout” the system, special 
traffic controls, and storage yards, 


where goods are assembled to 
await telegraphic orders to be 
loaded and rushed tv whatever 


sea-port determined. ‘“‘These are 
but a few of the improvements in 
the science of modern railroad- 
ing,” he added. “Heavier motive 
power has made it possible to op- 
erate fast, through freight trains 
and to increase the size of the 
loads carried. “In fact, it might 
be suid that today we virtually 
begin the number of freight cars 
hauled, where in the last war the 
peak of loads finished. In 1918, 
a long freight train was between 
50 and 60 cars; in this war, our 
trains frequently begin at 60 cara 
and run as high as 90 loaded cars, 
or more; and there has been no 
evidence whatever of congestion 
in our operation to the seaboards.” 
Passenger Traffic 

Passenger traffic, Mr. Vaughan 
stated, was proportionally heavy. 
He said that not only were there 
heavy demands made upon the 
railways for troop movements of 
the various services, but apart 
from that there were “industrial” 
chartered trains, operated dafly, 
to carry munitions workers te 


‘plants located outside cities and 


towns. He intimated that at 
present, the National System had 
more than 100 coaches assigned 
solely to this service. Apart from 
these special demands upon the 
railways, there was a tremendous 
increase in general passenger 
traffic. 
C.N.R. War Effort 

Mr. Vaughan added that the 
Canadian National Railways were 
doing a fine work in the produc- 
tion of war materials, as well as 
in the moving of them. He point- 
ed out that Canadian National 
shops were making naval guns and 
other war devices of which he 
could not speak. Several mine 
sweepers had been built, as well 
as a number of 10,000-ton cargo 
boats. The company also had 
charge of operation for the Gov- 
ernment, a fleet of merchant 
ships, which had been acquired 
from time to time from other 
spowers, both neutral and other- 
wise. Many key-men have been 
loaned to various government ser- 
vices, and more than 17,000 rail- 
way men were on active service 
with the Canadian forces.
